Tt has the denominational enthusiasm that

t has the rough and ready mountain freedom 

that used to rally in the campaigns of Speer, 

To understand. the race it is necessary to 
know something of the country. 

Between Yousnh and Cohutta, where the Bine 
tide breaks np And makes a Switzerland in 
jeorgia, where peaks rise a mile high and 

mountain streams leap from precipice to preci- 
pice, clearing four hundred feet in two or 
three cascades; where Shooting creek rushes 
Gown its steep incline at the rate of fif- 
teen miles an hour, or the slower waters of 
Long Swamp wash over marble beds that are 
red. white and bine; where the blue moun- 
tains rise in the fantastic forms of gneiss, 
or the grander domes of granite, and the 
A-olian.song of the winds is almost the only 
music of the mountaineer, there are valleys of 
corn, wheat and rye, with here and there a 
little cotton, tille ie a people hardy and con- 
tent. knowing little of the outside world and 
caring less, and clad in homespun and inde- 
pendence.

He is an anti-prohibi- 
tionist, and announces himself in favor of the 
abolition of the internal revenue system. He 
was one of the anti-prohibition speakers in At- 
Janta last fal). 

He is a Baptist preacher, and as that denom- 
ination very largely outnambers any other in 
ihe mountains, it is reckoned one of the 
strongest clements of his support. 

“There isa good deal of religion in this 

ce,”’ said a gentleman on. the train coming 

p to Jasper. ‘:and religion will smash politics 
every time.”

word, breaking up his audience witl: his ready 
wit or bringing them to tears with his pathos, 
violent in his sarcasm and accustomned in his 
preaching to make war on other denoniinations, 
particularly the Methodist. 

Mr, J. E. Moseley, of Marictta, told mc that 
he heard Mr. Pickett preach there to a Bap- 
tist congregation once, and that in speaking of 
a Baptist church which stands between a Pres- 
byterian church on one side and an Episcopal 
on the other, he said that it was dead, and he 
could say as it had been said of Christ, that it 
died between two thieves. | 

Besides being an effective preacher, Mr. 
Pickett has been a merchant, and he is said to 
be a good judge of horse flesh. His shrewdness 
isshown by the following incident: 

Colonel Candler invited’ Mr. Pickett to 
meet himand divide time at Lawrenceville, 
and Mr. Pickett went and listened to his op- 
ponent’s speech. He said that this was Mr. 
Candler’s appointment and he would not di- 
vide time. When Mr. Candler had finished 
Mr. Pickett got upand announced that he 
would speak there inthe afternoon and he 
would be glad to see all whe would come back 
to hear him. 

A good crowd came back, and with them Mr. 
Candler. Mr. Pickett spoke for an hour and 
forty minutes, slashing right and left. 

Then Mr. Candler claimed the right to con- 
clude, but Mr. Pickett declined, saying that 
this was his appointment and Mr. Candier had 
one several] hours before. 

As tothe result of the campaign, it cannot be 
predicted with certainty. There are so many 
unknown quantities in the race that it is hard 
to make an estimate. 

it is hard to estimate Mr. Pickott’s strength 
on account of denominational sympathy. 
There is no doubt, however, that in the moun- 
tain counties where he is accustomed to preach 
in big meetings and camp meetings, itis very 
strong, 

He has aboutall the repubiican vote, of 
which there is a considerable proportion in 
Pickens and Gilmer and countios near the 
North Carolina line. In those counties he also 
has a strong following among the democrats. 

Mr. Candler’s stronghold is in Hall, Gwinnett 
Jackson, Banks and White counties. The 
vote is large in these counties and the majori- 
ties there will be hard for Mr. Pickett to over- 
come in the majorities he will get in the more 
—, settled mountain counties on the other 
side of the Chattahoochee river. 

On the other hand, he is carrying the war 
into the enemy’s country. He is now in Jack- 
son county, and his friends say that he has 
done big missionary work in Gwinnett already. 

Mr. Candler, so far, has only spoken in 
seven counties of the seventeen, and he, too, 
is in the enemy’s country. In his speech at 
Jasper he told the crowd that if the democrats 
all voted he would beat Mr. Pickett by five 
thousand votes, and thatii his friends were 
indiiferent, and did not go to the polis in force, 
Mr. Pickett might beat him. 

That is about the situation, and Mr. Can- 
dler’s energr and that of his friends will be 
exerted principally to rouse the democrats 
who will vote for him if they go to the polls.

War, pestilence and famine—the three great 
scourges of mankind. We don't know much 
about the last, bunt we dokhow something of 
war and pestilence, and in some respects they 
are very much alike—alike in their horrible 
results, for it is death in its most unfeeling, 
pitiless-form. The great difference is that war 
is the work of man, intentional and provoked, 
instigated by bad passions that come straight 
from the devil, while pestilence is simply an 
inheritence ef the curse, one of the great af- 
flictions that is for man toconguer and subdue, 
an afiliction lixe thorns, and weeds, and poison 
oak, and snakes, and mad dogs, end devouring 
worms, and measles, and toothache, and paiu 
of all kinds, and cold, and heat, and fire, and 
flood. All of these have their remedies. Most 
of them have becn overcome by man’s inge- 
nuity, and all will be. The power 
of pestilence has already been broke® 
by proventives, just as the power of 
pain has been broken by chloroform and other 
anesthetics. Our generation has 2affered more 
than its share—more from toothache and ear- 
ache and colic ache and bee stings and stone 
bruises and stumped toé@s and all sorts of inter- 
nal trouble. Ifaman had to have an arm or 
a leg amputated or a dislocated joint reset or a 
wen cut off of the back of his neck he wasn’t 
put to sleep like bo is now, but had to be held 
like he was in a vice and take the excruciation 
just as it come. If he went blind there was 
no surgeon to remove the cataract. Ifhe had 
the fever not a drop of water was given Lim to 
cool his parched tongue for that was against the 
law inmy young days. I have noi yet for- 
gotten thetime when I was burning up and 
while my parents were for a littie while out of 
the room I begged my good-hearted colored 
nurse for a sip of water and she gave it to me 
in a pitcher and I drank and drank and drank, 
and was then willing to dio, but I 
believe it cured me, for JI got better 
right away, and soon recovered. 

I helped to hold a poor fellow once as he lay 
stretched upon along table. I held his foot 
hard and strong while the surgeon was cutting 
off his leg just below the kKnee, and when he 
had sawed through the bone the severed leg 
and I came down together, for it made me 
sick before I knewit. He stood it better than 
Idid. The tlow of human blood always makes 
me sick, and I never got hardened to it during 
the War. At the battle of Malvern hill I saw 
more of the horrors of war than ever before or 
after. Mostof the deaths were from shell 
from the gunboats, and the dead were awfully 
torn and mangled. Irecailasoldier who sat 
upon the ground with his back erect against a 
tree, his rifle grasped with rigid hands and -the 
muzzle resting on the ground. He was sitting 
just where he fell, ®ut his head was. gone, 
entirely gone, and the blood still oozing from 
his neck. I have seen the army - wagons 
crossing the shallow trenches where the 
dead of the battle of Seven Pines had been 
buried a few days before, and as the wheels 
crashed down into the soft wet clay, an arm 
or a lég would be forced up and fall again, and 
somctimes a ghastly, swollen face would show 
itself asthe heavy wheels pressed upon the 
shallow covered breast. ‘‘Drive on there, and 
get out of this,’’ shouted the teamster, as le 
popped his whip and urged his team ahead.

Vaxnposta, Ga,, September 15.—[Special. }— 
Tncle Ben Yarborough had many remarkable 
adventures during a life of forty years in and 
about the great Okefeenokee swamp. He set- 
tled in that region among the Indians back in 
the thirties. He was one of Gen. Floyd's trusty 
gconuts, although quite a boy then, and was in 


_ the decisive battle on Billy’s island, which 


forced Chief Billy Bowlegs to em- 
igrate precipitately ta Hig Cypross, 
near the Everglades. Uncle Ben liked that 
kind of warfare, but when summoned to the 
front in "Gl he soon became disgusted at the 
more civilized method of human butchery, and 
he shrank from it and sought the more con- 
genial jungles of the Okefeenokee. There he 
became the leader of a squad of de- 
gerters and was for three years monarch of the 
several islands which lay deep in that darkand 
dismal swamp. He and his party fared well 
on venison, wild turkey, fish, honey, ete., 
which abounded thereabouts. | 

Some years after, the writer was one of a 
fresh party who undertook to search ont the 
hidden mysteries of that great morass, and 
Uncle Ben was employed as a guide. We were 
seven weeks engaged in what proved to be 
a dificult undertaking. We crossed and re- 
crossed the swamp several times—in fact, ours 
was the first party of whites who accomplished 
that feat, so far a3 is Known, and we led Umele 
Ben where he had never dared to venture be- 
fore we were done with it. Occasionally when 
we were grouped around a camp fire at night 
when theday had been dull of adventures, 
Uncle Ben would regale us from his large store 
of adventurous stories, The sight of a bear 
that day, or a panther track, would remind 
him of seme of his experiences,.and he could 
tell a tale with good effect in his grude way. 

Uncle Ben was not a land owner, but asquat- 
ter. Much of the land about the swamp, 
especiaily on the islands, has never becm sur- 
veyed-and granted or sold; hence, perhaps, he 
was not sqgmuch to blame for being a squatger. 
He easly Wed long at one place. In his time 
he had made the entire circuit of the swamp 
almost, never moving very far at a time, but 
always hugging to the swampor as near as he 
could get to it, and keep out of the mad and 
bamboos. At one time he~ lived in the 
‘“Puinpkin Patch,’ a small hammock near the 
source of the Suwanee. In fact it was a part 
of the ‘‘Pocket,’”’ a peninsula running into the 
swauip. It is said it got its name from the 
fact that Billy Bowlegs grew pumpkins in that 
haminock and that Genera! Floyd found them 
there when he drove the red-skins deeper in 
the swamp. 

Uncle Ben affirms that the pumpkins were 
60 large the Indians hid behind them to egcape 
the eyes and bullets of the soldiers. Possibly 
everything looked large to Uncle Ben about 
that time. 

While living in'’this hammock he had only 
a few acres in cultivation, a few cattle and a 
good!y number of hogs, Of course he had ne- 
merous dogs which he prized highly, and which 
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were very useful to him at times. 

One cay while out near his cabin, unarmed 
and unsuspecting, looking after some pigs, his 
dogs got on a hot trail, and, curious to see what

In large cities these amount to seyral hun- 
dred miles in length with an §ayerage 
width of fifty to seventy-five feet ; 
they represent an enormous surface, 
every sequare foot of which costs a 
great deal fo keep in even passably good con- 
dition. These streets and alieys are the arte- 
rial channels along which the hfe currents of 
the city circulate. Take New York. The 
oflicial report for 1878 shows 506 miles of paved 
streets, costing for repairs $475,000, and for 
the item of cleaning $700,000 annually. In 
ten years these figures must have largely in- 
creased, but I have no other data. 

Now, it isa mistake to suppose that the 
sewers catch and remove all the ailth of cities, 
It is plain that the amount of filth thatis de- 
posited on the streets is simply enormous. The 
presence and accumulation of this material is 
unquestionably prejudical to public health. 
This horrid material lies right along the path 
of travel, and is subjected to an incessant stir- 
ring up. It goes, wetand dry, wherever the 
feet of man or animal can carry it. 

When dry the sportive winds takejup the 
freshly ground dust and hurl it through the 
air, in at the open doors and windows, over our 
furniture, over our bodies and even down our 
throats. 

How far the health of the inhabitants is 
affected by such An intrusive agent [ am not 
prepared to say. That itis not conducive to 
health is beyond question. That it may be the 
material form in which the germs of disease 
find a ready transfer, is a. question worthy of 
serious thought. Analysis shows this material 
to be composed largely of organic matter In a 
state of decay. The commonness of this sight 
hides its true character. While overlooking it 
and pursuing falsc lines of investigation the 
true cause of some diseasés will remain undis- 
covered, 

Now, what is the origin of this lth? It 
is chieily the offal of the car 
horses Fand car mules driven on 
cinnati there are no less than 14,000 horses and 
mules daily employedin the streets. In St. 
Louis the abolition of the horse, and the sub- 
stitution of other motive power in the form of 
bicycle, tricycle, cable, dummy, electric motor, 
steam buggy and other forms of machinery, is 
not only seriously contemplated, but practi- 
cally begun. This proposition to abolish horses 
in cities is based upon @ number of innportant 
facts. Itcan be shown, that by removing 
horses, and doing the work of the city by ma- 
chinery that there will be: 

1. A great economy of time and money. 

2, An entire prevention of mud and dust. 

8, A prevention of a large amount of cruelty 
to animals. 

4, The suppression of much immorality. 

5. A large increase of pleasure and speed. 

6G. No inconsiderable prevention of disease. 

7. A materia! lessening of the noise incident 
to city life, so distressing to sick and nervous 
persons. 

ln addition to the points above noted, the 
abolition of the horse and mule necessitates 
the abolition of the stable. This, as a matter 
of course, would relieve our alleys of the filth 
and unhealthy stench with which some of 
them are now infested. Non-ownership ~on 
your part does not prevent your neighbor’s 
stable and the adjacent gutters from sending 
up their ammoniacal and decomposing offer- 
ings to float through the — channels of 
your so-called pure and cleanly mansion. 

But for the horse and mnulefzthe air of the 
city might be almost as pure as that of the 
country. The state shouid undertake, with 
convict or other labor, the building of turn- 

ikes deserving the name. Machinery on 
them would soon take the place of the horse 
and mule, and these latter would be relegated 
to the farms and plantations where they natur- 
ally belong. : :

He came south 10 take the position of principal 
of an academy in a little village not a hundred 
tiles {fom Atlanta. So far as is scholarship 
and his literary attainments were concerned, 
he was admirably fitted to fill the position, and 
he .gavo unbounded satisfaction until 
tie wight when the debating society 
oi the town opened its door 
tothe public and invited the citizens and 
their families to hear the young men discuss 
the grave questions that are usually settled on 
these occasions. Naturally, the professor, as 
the head of a literary institution, was asked to 
participate in the debate, and, quite as natu- 
tally, he gave bis consent.

It will be noted that our very best men, pa- 
‘riotic, law-abiding citizens, joined the Minute 
Men. 
hardly have done otherwise. 

Some queer faets crop ont of this old time 
gossip. When Jobn BL. Gordon, of Alabama, 
walked up to the secretary’s table and signed 
his name, who among the assembled patriots 
dreamed that the tall and slender youth before 
them was destined to be one of the foremost 
generals of the world—the right hand of Lee— 
the thunderbolt of the confederacy ? 

It will seem strange that some of the most 
prominent actors in those times were northern 
men, but some of them were among the last to 
surrender, and the last to be reconstructed. 

F. 8. Fitch, of Campbell, figures in this 
sketch as one of the speakers ata meeting of 
the Minute Men. Poor Fitch! He, too, was 
a northern man, but a more fiery secessionist 
never lived. He had “asoul of flame in a 
body of gauze.’’ For years after the war his 
face was seen almost every day on our streets. 
His bold editorial conduct of the Griffin Star 
during the reconstruction era is still remem- 
bered by thousands. 

“You may shed my blood, but you can’t 
dilute it!’ he said in a speech delivered here, 
just after tho war, and as he uttered the words 
he shook his‘ fist at an astonished crowd of 
federal soldiers who were trying to overawe 
the citizens. 

But Fitch is dead, and scores of others men- 
tioned heré have gone with him to join the 
majority. Those who still remain with us are 
n0w, asthey were inthe dark days of ’60, 
good men and true, progressive citizens; but, 
while they are loyal Americans and devoted 
to the union, they have ho excuses or apolo- 
gies to offer for their record as followers of the 
Lost Cause.

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The Old Alamo Monument Re- 
anon 1 Texas, 


How Travis, Bowte avd Crockett Feil—No 
Messenger of Death Left—A Specimen of 
Mexican Vengeance The Inscriptions. 


GAtveston, Tex., September 12.—The re- 
cent presentation at Austin by Hon. John P. 
White, one of the judges of the court appeals, 
to Hon. L. L. Foster, commissioner of the state 
bureau of statistics and history, of a portion of 
the monument erected to commemorate the 
memory of the defenders of the Alamo, recalls 
a celebrated link in the chain of Texas his- 
tory. : 

The Alamo was located in the plaza of San 
Antonio, and after the capture of that city by 
the Texans in 1835 was garrisoned by a force 
under command of Colonel U. Barrett Travis 
until it was formally invested by the Mexican 
army commanded by Santa Anna in person, 
preside nt-general of thatrepublic. When first 

besieged ‘Trav is had about 140 men, among 
whom were Colonel James Bowie, Davy 
Crockett and Colonel John B. Bonbam, a gal- 
tant zone South Carolinian. On the Ist of 
March, i836, Captain I. W. Smith of Gonzales, 
and thirt y-two men made their way through 
the enemy’s lines in spite of the strict inve - 
ment, and reinforced the garrison. The Mex 
cans were well apprised of the condition of 
the Texan forces, and an uncondition: ul surren- 
der was demanded by Santa Anna, which was 
refused. Real and feigned attacks, a heavy 
bombardment, and the necessity of procuring 
wood and wate r outside the fort,wore down the 
phys ical energies of the garrison, but could Des 

subdue its Mager Soon after midnight on th 
Gth of March, 1836, being the eleventh lay of 
the assat ult, the Mexican art my commanded by 
Santa Anna in person, surrounded the fort to 
take it by storm. 

BLOODY BUTCHERY. 

The cavalry formed a circle round the infan- 
try for the double purpose of pricking them on 
and preventing the es ape of the Texans.

The “‘hoom” left us nothing more agreeabie 
than a score or so of superb hotels. Theye are 
three in Florida that cost $6,000,000 aggregate, 
one at Brunswick that cost $500,000, and one 
at St. Simon’s nearly as fine. At Thomasville 
@ new one that ranks with the best northern 
houses; one at Salt Springs that cost $200,000;

Charies A. Dana Discourses Blithely on the 
* Humble Vegetable 
From the New York Sun. 

Squash is three times menticned by Shakes- 
rcare in the ‘vegetable sense. In’ ‘*‘'Twelfth 
light’? Malvolio describes a certain youth as 

‘not yet old enough for @ man, hor young 
enough for a boy; asasquashis before ‘tis a 
péascod, or a codling when ‘tis almost an ap- 
pie.” King Leontes, in ‘The Winter’s Tale,” 
in the course of-his jealous musings, dwells on 
the resemblance between his son Mamillas and 
himself atthe same age: ‘‘How: like, me- 
thought, 1 then was to this kernel, this squash, 
this: gentleman.’’ And in ‘Midsummer 
Night's Dream,’’ when a yonng fairy introduc- 
ed himself as Peaseblossom, Master Bottom, 
the weaver, jocosely remarks; “I pray you, 
commend me to Mistress Squash, your mother, 
and to Master Peascod, your father.’’ 

We understand that neither the Shakes- 
peare society of Kast Twelfth street nor the 
Secaucus society for the study for obscure pas- 
sages in the Shakepeare plays has yet been 
able to settle the great question Why a squash 
should be expected to develop into a prascod, 
ratherthanintoa bigger squash, or even a 
pumpkin. These distingnised schools o 
Shakespearean criticism are still grappling 
with the problem. No doubt they will arrive 
at a dissatisfactory result by independent re- 
search if the literary world gives them time: 
and we ought to say in fairness that it tsnot a 
member ot either of the societies just mention- 
ed that now comes to the Sun for squash infor- 

ash, Shakespeare did not mean tho 
getable, which, in its noblest and most vigor- 
evelopment, the cucurbita pepo, is known

pies, When he needed this sortof squash fcr 
figurative use he referred to if as a pompion. 
Mistress Ford, for instance, speaks of Falstaff 
as “this gross, watery pompion.” The philo- 
logical recerd of the pumpkin is comp’ete back 
to the Greck pepon, or melon, from peptein, to 
cook, signifying that the gourd has been cook- 
edripe by the sun._The old French and 
Dutch pompon, the Spanish pepino, or cucum- 
ber, and probably the English pippin. all be- 
long together philologically. Pumpkin is a 
corruption of the older word pompion, or pum- 
pion; and itis worth knowing that the same 
Greek root gives us pumpkin and dyspepsia. 

But squash, as a name rather loosely applied 
to a variety of edible members of the family of 
cucurbitaces, is of purely American origin. 
It was not known to Shakespeare. He was 
dead and under his awful epitaph several 
yoars before the Pilgrim fathers landed at Ply- 
mouth and feund the Massachusetts tribes 
cultivating gourds, which they called asquash, 
the (ndian plural of asq, meaning green, raw, 
immature. That isthe origin of our word 
squash. The Shakspearean squash, meaning 
the soit, unmpe peapod, came from aitogethe 
different ancestry. It belongs with the verb 
squash, or quash, to crush or squeeze fiat, and 
it may bagraced back through the middle [n- 
glish squachen and the old French esquacher 
tothe Latin ex and cozere. Therefore, al- 
thouch squash is always squashed before it is 
brought to the dinner table, it. is not squash 
because it is squashed.

How Yellow Fever Ravaged New York and 
Philadelphia. 
From the Windham, Conn., Herald: 

Hartrorp, Conn., Monday, October 8th, 
1798.—"“A subscription was opened in this 
town on Saturday for the purpose of loading a 
vessel with provisions to send to the suffering 
inhabitants of New York and Philadelphia. A 
very considerable sum was immediately sub- 
scribed for this charitabie object. When itis 
considéred that the sickness which now dis- 
tresses and desolates those towns, falls with 
peculiar force upon the indigent, itis pre- 
sumed that no person will refuse to contribute 
a trifle for their relief. Providence has blessed 
this and neighboring towns with unusual 
héalth. In this situation we ought to remem- 
ber the sufferings of our countrymen who are 
visited with ‘‘the pestilence that walketh in 
darkness,. and the destruction that wasteth 
at noonday,’ and to exert ourselves to the ut- 
most to alleviate their calamitles. Almost 
every Man can spare a bushel of potatoes, 
onions, or some other vegetables. Captain 
John Chenward and Major Caldwell offer their 
Stores to receive the contributions. Let no 
one hesitate. The business must be set about 
without loss of time, as the vessel should sail 
in three or four days. Thousands of our coun- 
trymen are now driven from their houses by 
this terrible disease, without clothes, and 
without food. They appealin the most pas- 
sionate and supplicating terms to their fellow- 
citizens to yield them such relief as may be in 
their power. Itis to be hoped thatin this in- 
stance their supplications will not be in vain.’’

All Rome is streaming out towards the Col- 
iseum, where all kinds of amusements are 
prepared for the inperator. Under the laden 
noonday san, through the rolling waves of 
dust, along highway and byway, crowd a han- 
dred thousand human beings on horseback and 
vehicle, chariot and palanquin, men and wo- 
men, mostly in holiday attire, and many ae- 
companied by their slaves.

A COWARDLY GIANT. 


A Bit of History About an Old-Time Pike 
County Monstrosity. 
From the New York Telegram. 

The death of Winnie Johnson, the negro 
giantess who was buried yesterday in Balti- 
more, recalls another monster of corporosity 
who died in Milford, Pike county, Pennsyl- 
vania, on September 27, 1841. His name was 
Louis Cornelius, and he was a noted hotel 
Keeper in his day. When in good health Cor- 
nelius weighed between 700 and 800 pounds. 
His exact live weight never was known, as he 
had an extraordinary antipathy to being 
weighed. After his death, which: followed a 
short but extremely wasting disease, he was 
weighed and accurately measured by five of 
his fellow townsmen, whose record of that 
performance appears to this day in the follow- 
ing quaint chronicle inscribed on the fly-leaf 
of one of the musty record books in the coun- 
ty clerk’s oilice: 

Louis Cornelius, died September 27, 1541.

While Winnie Johnson weighed nearly two 
hundred pounds more than Cornelius did after 
his death, she was practically incapacitated 
for anything but her profession of a museum 
freak. Cornelius, on the other hand, was an 
active man for his size and possessed the 
strength of an ox. He was the proprietor of 
the Sawkill house, which is still standing and 
is being run asa hotel by his daughters. He 
was only forty-four years old at the time of his 
death, and until a few days before that event

t always enjoyed robust health. Numerous sto- 


ries are toldof his many eccentricities. In 
spite of his great strength he was an arraut 
coward and peaceable*to the last degree, 

One day according to the local legend, some 
workmen were digging a sewerin Main street. 
Among them was 4 strapping big Irishman 
from Port Jervis—a quarrelsome bully—who 
had more than a local reputation as puglist. 
He had heard of the Pike county giant and 
made up his mind that beiore he left town he 
would measure strength with him. He did 
not have long to wait. One afierncon Cor- 
nelius happened to bein the neighborhood of 
the sewer when he was espied by the Port Jer- 
vis bruiser, who hurried out of the ditch and 
confronted him on the sidewalk. 

“Stop,’’ he shouted, as-+he faced him; I want 
to spake wid ye.”’ 

Cornelius halted, as he was bade. 

“So ye’re the Pike county giant, are ye?’’ 

Cornellus was too much astonished to reply, 

“Well, I’mthe Orange county bully. and 
I’m goin’ to lay ye out afore I go back to me 
work.”’ 

**] d-don’t want to fight,”’ stammered Corne 
lius, his teeth chattering with fright. 

“Fight he must, and quick, too,’’ continued 
the bully, feeling easy as tothe result of the 
Scrimmage, as he advanced forcibly upon his 
unwieldy antagonist. 

Cornelius was to big torun aud too cowardly 
to fight, but he had to defend hiinself, so doub- 
ling up his huge fist he struck one blow at bis 
opponent and tied from the scene as rapidly as 
his size would allow, without even looking 
back. 

The bystanders heard a crunch, such as a 
battering ram might make as it strikes a board 
wall. Then they saw a tall and angular Irish- 
man spring backward half a dozen feet into 
the air and fall to the ground like a dog. They 
went to him and found that his face had been 
crushed almost into a pulp. His nose was 
fiattened and his jaw shivered. The bully 
had been altogether unprepared for the blow, 
and the entire Weight of the two giants met at 
the end of Cornelius’ arm. That established 
the prowess of the Pike county men, even if it 
did not do so ranch for his courage, and from 
that time on he was never coaxed into another 
fight. 

While he was extremely cowardly, Cornelius 
would never allow any disturbance in his 
hotel, One day when he was sitting in his big 

‘armehair by the open window a drunken guest 
became unduly boisterous and refused to Z0 
out when Cornelius requested him to. Where- 
upon the host caught the man by the nape of 
his neck and seat of his treusers and withdut 
stirring from his chair tossed him through the 
windopy, over the porch and into the gutter on 
the other side of the pavement. 

It was always a matter o curiosity amon g 
his acquaintances to learn his exact weight, 
and many were the tricks resorted to to ascer- 
tain the figures. But none Was ever success— 
ful. Cornelius was in the habit of Visiting 
this city once or twice a yeur to buy goods. On 
one occasion some clerks placed a big armchair 
on a pair of scales and invited him to sit down, 


but before the weights could be adjusted he | 


discovered their purpose and hastily left the 
store never to return, 

Cornelius suffered greatly from the heat. 
In summer time his favorite resting place was 
in the hotel cellar, and in the severest winter 
weather he was accustomed to walk around 
the streets in his shirt sleeves. In character 
he was extremely modest and retiring. He 
disliked, above all things, to be regarded as a 
curjosity, and the greatest anger he ever felt 
was caused by the receipt of a flattering offer 
from Barnum to exhibit himself in the Broad- 
way museum. 

He had three-sons and five daughters, one 
of whom weighed over 400 pounds at her 
death. One of his sons was afterward sheriff 
of Pike county, and, while he was a giant in 
height and strength, was not abnormally 
stout. 

The funeral of the elder Cornelius was an 
event in the history of the town. The coffin 
was bound with bands of iron. It was taken 
to the churchyard in a lumber wagon and 
lowered into the grave by a derrick.

It is a fit companion to the tender and pa- 
thetic story ‘“‘A child’s dream of a star.”

They say Dickens's is|growing unfashionable, 
The world will be worse, and its wits dulled 
and its heart hardened when such a ‘story as 
the following shall be out of fashion. 

Once upon a time, a good many years ago 
there was a traveler, and he set out upon a 
journey.

GUWBOYS IN EARNEST 


Grim Realities of the Wild West 
in the Fighting Days. 


‘Overland Staging in the Fifties,’ in the Septem- 
ber Overland. 

“Arkansaw Charley’’ was always a favorite 
among the boys afterward and was greatly 
dreaded by the Indians. The roving life of a 
cowboy upon the frontier plains suited his 
tastes far better than the restraints of a mail 
escort, while the opportunities to score eyen 
with the redskins were equally good. 

It was during the general “round up’’ on the 
frontier border of Texas in the fall of 1856 that 
‘‘Arkansaw Charley,’’ in company with nine 
other cattle men, was caught upon the plains 
bordering the headwaters of the Brazos 
by a band of thirty-five Comanches, all 
well mounted and armed and led by 
one of the most daring sub-chiefs. ‘Curly 
Bill’’ Thompson, also born in Arkansas, but 
much older than Charley, was in charge of the 
round-up. He was acowboy of much experi- 
ence, and was famous as an Indian fighter. 
The two were intimate friends—as the phrase 
goes out west, they were ‘‘partners’’—what was 
owned by one belonged to the other, and 
many daring exploits had already marked their 


career. 

The cowboys were all well mounted, and 
each was armed with long range Winchester 
rifles, and the cowboy’s friend, a pair of six- 
shooters. They had plenty of ammuuition, 
some jerked beef, and a canteen of water. 

Arkansaw Charley, though not more than 23, 
was the recognized leader when an Indian 
fight was on hand; and when the Comanches 
were_discovered sweeping down upon them 
from the direction of a skirt of timber several 
miles to the northwest, Arkansaw Charley, 
after a short parley with Curly Bill, put spurs 
to his horse to secure possession of a piece of 
high, open ground apparently about a mile 
away. 

A lively race now began—the cowboys to 
gain good fighting ground of their own choice, 
and the Comanches to cut them off. Arkansaw 
Charley was riding asplendid black stallion, 
sure of fuot and very fleet, and the rest of the 
boys had to put their horses to full speed to 
keep up with their dashing young leader, 
whose oe | flaxen hair streamed out behind 
him like the fan of an-eagle. Not more than 
one-third of the distance hed been made when 
one of their horses fell, tumbling the cowboy 
inaditch and breaking one of hislegs. In- 
stantly Charley and Curly Bill halted to 
pe where they were, rather than to leave one 
of their comrades in the hands of the Co- 
manches; but seeing the disadvantage of the 
position, they roped the horse, placed the crip- 

led cowboy upon his saddle and bade him fol- 
ow toward the ridge. 

The delay had brought the Indians near 
enough for showers ot bullets and arrows to 
fiyat them, but happily over their heads. 
The cowboys were all expert horsemen, and 
were soon on a es ran, and luckily 
gained the summit of the ridge. Quickly 
staking the horses out of range, they took po- 
sition fat on the ground at the highest point 
and awaited the approach of the Indians, 


who had stopped about one thousand yards | 


away.

A long parley ensued, and presently 
a dozen or more Comanches were seen going 
over the hill with their Rorses, and half an 
hour later the same number were seen ap- 
proaching afoot in avery stealthy manner, 
which was soon followed by like mancuvres 
This change of tac- 
Aics on the part of the Comanche chief greatly 
perplexed Charley and Curly Bill. ‘‘They are 
now creeping up on us through the grass to lay 
for every man who exposes himself to their 
sight,’’ said Charley. ‘Crawl into the ground 
if you can, boys.’’ 

In this way the fight was kept up till. thick 
darkness covered the plains. o of the cow- 
boys had been killed, both shot in the head. 
The broken-legged boy, a lad of seventeen, 
though suffering great pain, fought all the 
while, but, on changing his position to ease 
his pain, was shot dead by a musket ball. 

Curly Bill crent back to the summit, send- 
ing three men to guard the horses. A council 
The 
darkness gave the savages the advantage; 
they, being below, could not be sighted, but 
évery time one of the cowbovs raised his head 
it was outlined against the sky so plainly as to 
become a good target for the Comanche marks- 
men. . 

‘*They can now creep within twenty yards of 
us, Can capture our horses, and kill every man 
who pokes up his head. They’ll kill us by de- 
tail,’’ said Charley. 

Their situation was indeed a critical one. 
To attempt to get away from the Indians then 
seemed the merest folly, and to await the com- 
ing of day was even worse. 

‘It’s a run for life anyway we take it,’’ con- 
tinued Charley. ‘*“We’d better get to our 
horses, mount, and scatter like quaiis, and run 
our chances.”’ 

**Done,’’ answered the boys with one voice. 

Crawling like a snake in the grass each man 
reached the picket which secured his horse, 
then to his feet, andin an instant all were 
mounted and off, each man taking his own di- 
rection.

“‘Arkansaw Charley’’ was always a favorite 
among the boys afterward and was greatly 
dreaded by the Indians. The roving life of a 
cowboy upon the frontier plains suited his 
tastes far better than the restraints of a mail 
escort, While the opportunities to score eyen 
with the redskins were equally good. 

It was during the general “‘round up’’ on the 
frontier border of Texas in the fall of 1886 that

much older than Charley, was in charge of the 
round-up.

MAIMED EX-CONFEDERATE SOLDIERS. 

Major Haskell, upom being asked why be in- 
troduced such a resolution, replied that he did 
So because it was “tight, just, magnanimous 
and brave to do so,” 

The resohution was unanimously adopted by 
the regiment, and when the attention of the 
Georgia legislature, then in session, was 
called to this action on the part of their 
Maine friends by Colonel L. M. Lamar, 
then a member of the Georgia senate, a reso- 
lution expressive of Georgia’s thanks and aD- 
preciation of so magnanimous an act on the 
part of these Maine soldiers, was offered and 
passed in both houses with an enthusiastic, 
unanimous, and rising vote. 

This resolution was approved and a certified 
copy sent by Governor McDaniel to the goy- 
ernor of Maine. Whereupon a most interesting 
correspondence ensued betweeu the two gov- 
ernors. This correspondence was published in 
the Georgia papers and is doubtless remem- 
bered by many Georgians, especially the old 
ex-confederate soldiers. 

Last winter during the session of the 
national democratic executive committee 
which was held here in Washington, Major 
Haskell, in company with Mr. Clifford 
the member of this committee from Maine,and 
a son of Judge Clifford, of that state, called on 
Mr. Carlton, of Georgia, knowing him to be an 
ex-confederate soldier. As soon as Mr. Carl- 
ton learned that Major Haskell wasthe mem- 
ber of the 3d Maine regiment who introduced 
that resolution,he took the major in hand, had 
him to dine with him and in a short while 

QUITE A FRIENDSHIP 

was formed beteen these two old soldiers who 
had fought against each other. These gentle- 
men,in fighting or rather recounting over 
the war found that they had been 
almost face to face in several battles, and 
in reviewing and recalling these bloody 
scenes a3 only old _ soldiets can _ do, 
a strong friendship was formed between them 
which will doubtless be as lasting as it was 
sincere. Mr. Cariton, finding that Major Has- 
kell, than whom there was no braver soldier 
in the federal army, was desirous of obtaining 
a position or appointment in the United States 
army, at cnce espoused his cause, and getting 
the senators and entire Georgia delegation in 
congress to indorse Major Haskell’s applica- 
tion, he, together with Judge Crisp, called 
upon President Cleveland, presented Major 
Haskell’s papers, and strongly and earnestly 
urged the president to give Major Haskell the 
position he desired.

What Congressiunal Seats Cos t. 

It is generally understood in the south that 
we send our ablest men to represent us in con- 
gress. In New York itis entirely different. 
Most of the professions there afford so much 
larger opportunity for money mak- 
ing that few leading men are 
willing to give up their well 
paying professions to come to congress. In 
fact in New York the congressional positions 
either fall to. political bosses or ambitious 
nabobs, who can pay for them. There 
are few men in New York city or 
who get to congress 
without the expvenditure of at least donble the 
«@mount of salary they will receive during their 
terms here. For instance, it is said that Gen- 
eral Spivola paid $22,000 for his present seat; 
Perry Belmont paid $80,000 for his seat, and 
should he be a candidate again it will cost him 
at least $100,000. However, he is amply able 
to pay it for the honor of being able to write 
M. C. after hisname. It is said to have cost 
Levi P. Mortén $100,000 for his election to 
congress some years old. 

MAHONEY’S ASPIRATIONS. 

Mahoney, of Brooklyn, a member af present 
and one who has been here three times, pays 
well for his seat. He is:a saloonkeeper in 
Brooklyn, and has always been ambitious to 
hold a seat in congress. He, however, has 
never addressed the speaker during his entire 
erm. 

Even such men as Cox, Cummings, Camp- 
bell and all the other members of the New 
York delegation have to pay from five to ten 
thousand dollars each for their seats. 

HOW IT IS WORKED. 

It is worked in this way in New York. The 
political bosses decide on some man to run for 
congress. It matters not in what district he 
lives, he canruninany. He is then assessed 
whatever he isable to pay. The ca:h is giyen 
to the bosses, and they then see to his election. - 
However, they sometimes fail. Some years 
ago young Astor spent $75,000 in chasing a 
congressional seat, and then failed to score. 

Bourke Cochran is one of the few men here 
from New York whose seat cost him very lit- 
tle. Heis very popular in New York, and 
could return, buthe finds his congressional 
duties interfere seriously with his enormous 
law practice, and he will give up congress for 
his more lucrative profession. 

Is There That Much on Earth? 

The immense new silver vault under the 
court yard of the treasury department, which 
was recently completed, is now being filled 
with silver dollars. For two weeks silver hag 
been flowing in from the mints and sub-treas- 
uries at the rate of half a million dollars a day, 
but even at this rate it will 
take two hundred days to fill 
the vault,'which will hold one hundred million 
silver dollars. The vault has fourteen com- 
partments, made of iron lattice-work, and ar- 
ranged somewhat like cellsin a jail. Each of 
these compartments will hold between seven 
and eight million dollars. 

The silver is shipped here in canvas bags 
holding one thousand dollars each. These 
are weighed here before being shipped away, 
on scales balanced to such a nicety that if 
there be even a single dollar under weight, or 
dn old coin, it can be detected. 

While in the treasury department yes- 
terday I also went into the small 
vault immediately in rear of the cash- 
room. In this vault is stacked up 
on the shelves packages of money to the 
amount of sixty-five million dollars. The 
money is all gold and greenbacks. One of the 
five ten thousand doliar notes in existence lies 
on one of the shelves of this vault in full view 
of visitors, E. W. B.

| AN ELEGANT BAT. 


The Golden Prize of Years Agoto be Again 
Contended for by Macon. 

Macon, Ga., September 15.—[Special.}— 
of the oid baseballists of Macon will re- 
member the gold mounted bat won by the 
Forest city baseball club, of Savannah, from 
the Olympics of Macon, at a state fair held 
some years ago at the laboratory.

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Rice. Planters Nearly Yained — Wash 
outs On the Kailroads—Inter- 
esting State News. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., September 15.—[Special.]— 
The rains yesterday interfered considerably 
with the rice planters in the work of saving 
their crops. Today, however, they pushed 
forward with the same vigor that has charac- 
terized them ever since it became known that 
a flood was inevitablé, The water will en- 
croach upon the fields tomorrow or Monday in 


_ such a volume as to render further exertions 


impossible, and the last hours are full of fever- 
ish anxiety and toil. How much they have 
harvested, even the planters themselves do not 
know. One of them stated last night that his 
time had been so fully occupied in superintend- 
ing the work in the fields that he had not been 
able to make any estimates as to the possible 
loss. All he knew was that it would be heavy 
and all that he desired was to make it as light 
as possible. 


manner, but it was evident from their expres- 
sions that the prospect was very bitter, coming 
as it does directly upon last year’s calamity. 
One, however, found time to call attention to 
one particular feature of this year’s misfortunes 
in respectto Savannah. At various times in 
the past there have been wholesale destruc- 
tions of rice; failures of cotton crops, and pes- 
tilence in other points interfering with and in- 
juring business, but never before, so far as he 
could remember, had thoy been combined as 
at this time.

In other words, Sayannah is surrounded by ca- 
lamities. 

The fore-runner of the big 38 feet rise has ar- 
rived. At Purysburg, the water went over the 
wharf yesterday afternoon and today, and the 
nearby up river fields, are feeling the efiects of 
its presence. Itis not sufficient in volume to 
compel an entire stoppage of work, however, 
but needs tend toretords the progress of the 
laborers. Tomorrow night will probably see a 
complete cessation of work along the river, and 
there will then be nothing to do but watch the 
rising waters and pray that their fall may be 
more rapid than tsanticipated. The fact that 
there will be a full moon on Wednesday and a 
consequently high tide is regarded as a another 
straw, and that one of no mean magnitude, 
piled upon the planters’ backs. Whether it 
will have any great effect, however, remains to 
be proven. 

Tomorrow morning, if the heavens do not 
start weeping profusely, in the interim, the 
Central road will open. A train will ran 
through from Savannah to Atlanta after a 
week’s stoppage of direct communication be- 
tween the two cities. At the same time sey- 
eral freight trains will be started from each 
end of the road, and by Tuesday morning the 
piled up cotton, naval stores and general mer- 
chandise will be flowing uninterruptedly along

Georgia. 


Where the Red Man Used to Make His Home 
But from Where Civilization Removed 
© Him—Other Matters of Interest. 


Minnehaha in Americus, Ga., Republican. 


The Kinchafoonee is a creek running 
through the low level lands of Southwest Geor. 
gia. 

This romantic name was given it by the In- 
dians, who many years ago dwelt near it 
fished in its waters and hunted in it swamps. 
Iam not skilled in Indian lore.if I was I mighg 
be able to give you the meaning of this strange 
name, which seems so appropriate ; perhaps 
‘twas named from some peculiar fish abound. 
ing in its waters, from some rare auima! dwell. 
ing in its swamps, or maybe froma de ring xe 
ploit done near it by some Hiawatha, wha, 

‘young and tall, and very handseme’”’ in the 
eyes of his pocuss was allowed to name the 
stream which was them even valuable. 

The Indians must have had a village not far 
from the Kinchafoonee,for many broken arrow 
heads and pieces of rudely ornamented pottery 
are found near its banks. The very thonght of 
an Indian wigwam near a stream calls up 
Longfellow’s wild, weird, beautiful picture og 
Minnehaha and her father: 

“Atthe doorway of his wigwam, sat the avcient 


arrow -maker, 
Sat the chiefofthe Dakotas, making ar:ow heads 
of jasper. 
At his side in all her beauty, sat the lovely Minne. 
aha, 
Sat his daughter Laughing Water, plating mats of 


fi and rushes, 
Of the past the old man’s thoughts were 


‘And the maiden of the future.’ 


From the gurgling of a certain brooklet thas 
flows into a the Kinchafoonee, one micht im-— 
agine that Minnehaha’s spirit, instead of pass. 
ing ‘through nature to eternity,” had passed 
into this rippling streamlet, for if it is rot 
Minnehaha’s spirit it certainly is “Laughing 
Water.” : 

This creek risesin the vicinity of Buena 
Vista, Georgia, and flows in asouth easterly 
direction through reeds and marshes, paimet- 
toes and ferns ‘neath tangled wild vines and 
proud magnolias, until at last it reaches the 
Flint, where it joins with other water collect- 
ed “from the mountain and ihe vyal- 
ley, from the wayside and the glen.” 
The Flint flows into the Appalachicola, 
the Appalachiccla into the eguvif, and 
the cull coobe into the boundless ocean; thus 
you see that every little drop of water which 

oes dancing down and skipping ‘neath the 

inchafoonee bridge, is gleefully trying and 
hoping to reach the ocean, but that 
they will reach _ the ocean in 
safety is as uncertain as human 
greatness. These little drops of water start ous 
for the ocean as hopelessly as ambitious col- 
lege graduates start to the temple of fame, as 
many of the graduates are cut off by tempta- 
tion, by disease and by death, so many of the 
ambitious drops are drank up by thirsty ani- 
mals, dipped out by man’s hands and gently 
raised up*“into the clouds by the ajll- 
powerful sun, but each ambitious gradu- 
ate and hopeful little. rain drop has 
enough egotism to think, *‘I am not the one to 
fall; my destiny points to the end of the jour- 
ney,’ the spring and summer “’ Wild flowers in 
their beauty scent the evening breeze.’ and 
their odor is wafted by zephyrs away trom the 
malaria of the swamps to fill the home of some 
near dwelling mortal with delicious perfume. 
The creek is the protector of its own beauty, 
the wsthetic @ye of man would soon yield to 
his practical hands, and every proud tree 
would fall by ‘‘the wood cutter’s hatcinet.” if 
the creek didn’t sometimes overflow aud ren- 
der the fertile swamp lands unfit for cultivation. 
On those lands which don’t overtiow uct a beau- 
ty has been spared, even the simple magnolias, 
which were wont in other days to furnish flow- 
ers to deck some Indian Minnehaha for her Hia- 
watha’s coming, have fallen by the lands of 
civilization. On account of the whiteness of 
magnolia wood, it issomeiimes used to make 
biscuit blocks and butter paddics. What a 
fail! from being the throne of the cueen of 
flowers. *Tis equal to Alfred The Great going 
from Engiand’s throne to turning batter- 
cakes in a peasant’s hut.

Two hundred and fifty miles from Atlanta, 
on the Air-Line railroad, Hendersonville isa 
favorite summer resort for the people of Sa- 
vannah, Charleston and other cities.

* tion of the town to 2,800, or 3,000. 


The town is situated at the foot of the moun- 
tains, and its one long picturesqne street rons 
for over twomiles parallel with the range that 
throw its shadowoverthe valley which stretches 
away from thé pretty mountain city. Forty eight 
miles from Spartanburg and twenty-two miles 
from_Asheville, it is in the line of the heavy 
travel that every summer fills the hotels at 
¢hese places of resort. Itis'a place of hotels 
and boardinghouses, and it is fortunate just 
now that such is the case, else the weary, 
hangry and disconsolate refugees who are now 
residing here would have found a lack of food 
and shelter. 

The ‘‘season”’ has just closed, and the pleas- 
are-seekors had nearly all doserted this moun- 
tain town, when the news came that a train load 
of Florida refugees were on their way here. It 
is well that the visitors had gone, as it is very 
certain that they would have been in more ofa 
hurty to leave had they waited until the 
arrival of the refugee train. 

To say the people of Hendersonville are feel- 
ing 3 promi is putting it rather mild.

And there is no necessity or good purpose to 
be served by os peo the fact that many— 
very many—of these good people are without 
means. o put it in the expressive and gen- 
erally understood style—they are dead broke. 
Ofcourse all of the reMfzees are not in this 
gnancially helpless condition, but that is only 
their good fortune. 

Something will have to be done. Financial 
aid must be sent to Hendersonville, and that 
at once, or many of the refugees will be bun- 
gry and without shelter. 

The people of Hendersonville are as gener- 
ous and hospitable as those of any other com- 
munity, but they are not able to long maintain 
the refugees, who have signed a written agree- 
ment to remain there for ten days.

AN UNLUCKY CORRESPONDENT 


@auses Memphis to Quarantine Against 
Birmitgham—Some Citizens Fined. . 

BmMINGHAM, Ala., September 15.—[Spe- 
cial.]—There has been considerable indigna- 
tion here today on account of a telegram sent 
the Memphis Appeal last night, which caused 
the authorities of that city to quarantine 
against Birmingham. 

President Hadden, of the Memphis taxing 
district, wired Mayor Lane today about the 
rumor that there was fever here. Mayor 
Lane, Dr. Dozier, president of the board of 
health, and other physicians, at once replied 
that there had not been a single suspicious 
case of sickness in the city. 

This afternoon Mayor Lane received official 
notice from Memphis that the quarantine had 
been raised. The special to the Memphis Ap- 
peal, which it seems caused all the alarm, was 
without foundation. There has not been a 
case of suspicious sickness and not the least 
alarm is felt. The quarantine rogulations 
have been taken on account of the reported 
existence of fever at Decatur, but the health 
of this city was neyer better. Quarantinos 
have been placed on all the public roads and 
Tailroads a few miles out and mounted police 
patrol the suburbs to keep out tramps who 
may have been in Florida.

The Spread of the Yellow Fever Scare, 

The appearance of yellow fever at Deca- 
tur, Ala., presents a vital issue to the peo- 
ple of the entire south. 

We have little fear of serious spread of the 
fever in Alabama and Tennessee. But the 
damage already done through panic and 
disorder in these states is incalculable. We 
may look for this panic to spread. Sporadic 
eases of fever will doub be reported 
from other cities, which » every

print elsewhere a full and noteworthy dis-, 


in fear of the fever, and that the city 
against which it is issued is already infected, 

All this carries abroad a wrong impres- 
sion. It makes it appear that the entire 
south is under the epidemic and people are 
warned to keep away from this section. 
This impression will be injurious now and 
hereafter. It will nullify all the advertis- 
ing done by the splendid exposition compa- 
nies all over the south, and will destroy 
their usefulness. It will brand our whole 
section ineffaceably. 

What is needed is a strong, central board 
of management that shall survey the whole 
field, adopt a vigorous and concerted plan 
of cribbing and killing the fever, control the 
issuing of quarantine writs and print of- 
ficially and authoritatively that there are 
but three infected points in Florida and one 
suspected point in Alabama, and that else- 
where in the south—anywhere else in the 
south—a man is as safe as he would be in 
New York or Ohio. 

This board, in our opinion, should be 
backed by federal authority and appointed 
by the president. It would be enough to 
have state authorities if a concerted plan 
could be agreed on, and a central and 
supreme authority selected by the states. 
This appears to be impossible and the ex- 
pense of maintaining such organization 
would be heavier than the states should be 
called on to carry. The epidemic is a dis- 
aster that may become national if not 
promptly dealt with. A government that 
spends thousands of dollars to check the 
spread of disease among cattle and hogs will 
assuredly lack neither power or inclination 
to appropriate money to protect its citizens, 

There are two full months of fever ahead 
of us. ‘These two months can be made to 
show a diminishing record of fever and of 
quarantines or they can be perverted to 
show the licentious growth of both. One 
thing is sure—tfere should be prompt action. 
And it should be of another sort and quality 
from the incoherent action with which this 
grave problem has been met up to the pres- 
ent moment.

CONFEDERATE MONEY. 


Southern Congréssmen Tell Some Stories of 
its Rapid Depreciation. 

Wasninaton, September 14.—A group of 
the southern members of the house were talking 
today about the recent article in @ popnlar monthly 
publication on the subject of the depreciation of 
eonfederate currency during the last years of the 
war, and the almost fabuious sums which it became 
necessary to pay even for trivial articles. Mr. 

Grimes, who represents the fourth Georgia district, 
told a couple of stories very pertinent to the subject 
and which greatly amused his auditors: ‘In the 
latter part of 1863,” said Mr. Grimes, “a young man 
who lived in LaGrange, Ga., became possessed of 
the sum of $500 in confederate money. He was of a 
thrifty turn and wanted to add to it. With that pur- 
pose in view, he invested his money in a bar’l of 
whisky. This he sold by the drink, and at the end 
ot a week had disposed of the whole barrel, and 
bad $1,200 in hand, a net profit of $700.. The young 
man was highly elated. He saw his way clear to a 
fortune in a short time, 

*“Of course, he decided to buy more whisky at 
svholesale and sell it by the small measure, but he 
had not taken into account the wear and tear whieh 
the credit of the confederacy had suffered during 
the week whichit had taken him to sell out his 
barrel, When he went to invest in another supply 
he found that he could not make a purchase similar 
to his first one for less than $1500, The financial 
fluctuations involved in the transaction knocked 
him so completely out that he retired permanently 
from commercial life and hired himself out as an 
agriculturist.”” When his hearers had finished 
laughing at this story, Mr. Grimes gave them the 
other one. “It was in the same town—La- 
Grange—and in the latter. part of 1864,” 
he said. “One O\égentleman there who had per- 
sistently predicted the failure of the confederacy 
was one day deriding the currency that was then 
so plentiful and of such little value. He said that 
it was so worthless that nobody would even steal} it 
or pick it up if found on the street. He pulled out 


course—and declared that he conld tack it with a 
pin to the fence around the courthouse, leave it 
there ape Penge my a nobody would think 
enoug put it in his pocke 
accepted. The note was minned te he heeen ba 
at the end of five hours he and the man to whom 
he had been talking went out to see what there was 
to be seen.” Mr. Grimes here paused, 

“Well?” inquired Mr. Allen, of Mississippi 

“The $1,000 note was there,” replied Mr. Grimes, 
“‘and pinned beside it was another confederate bill, 
the denomination of which was $2,000,”

Increase of Yellow Fever ip 
the South. — 


What Shall be Done to Arrest Ite March~ 
Should the Government Take Hold 
of the Matter? 


The yellow fever in the south is growing 
very serious. Not from the actual spread of 
the fever, for that has been confined better 
than was tq be expected in the localities in 
which it originated. 

But the suspicion that is bred will paralyze 

trade and travel. We have almost every 
community in the south quarantining against 
certain other communities. The quarantine 
fever is spreading. Travelis so impeded a). 
ready that nobody travels except those who 
are compelled to do so. 

The losing of five hundred refugees. who 
came from Jacksonville without passing 
through quarantine, and nine of whom already 
have the yellow fever, will undoubtedly pro. 
duce sporatic cases here and there. Wherever 
a case appears the strictest quarantine will be 
at once established. If one case were to ap- 
pear in Atlanta, even though dozens of cases 
have been imported before and never spread, 
this city would suffer seriously from the re 
strictive effect of quarantine. 

SAD NEWS FROM FLORIDA. 

Mr. D. H. Elliott who represents Mr. FY, 
B. Plant, in Florida, on,his way to Cincinnatj 
said: 

‘Florida is being ruined for lack of co-opera. 
tion, and a central! head to the quarantine sys. 
tem. Every county has a quarantine camp, 
and is quarantined against every other county, 
The absurdity of this is plain when only three 
points in Florida, Jacksonville, McClenny and 
Tampa have, or have had asingle case of fever.

What Mr. Elliot says of Florida, is compar- 
itively true of the whole sonth. Decatur has 
pertestes the whole of north Alabama and 

ennessee. Perhaps five thousand men are 
today employed to keep the people out of other 
cities, when a hundred men would sutftice to 
keep them in Decatur, until they came out 
through quarantine camps. If a case of yellow 
fever developes in a North Caroliga town, the 
whole of Carolina will be .disturbep. 
So of South Carolina, and in a short while the 
whole south will be practically encamped, and 
under marshall law when there are really no 
more than three infected points, and perhaps 
@ dozen sporatic cases. : 

The trouble has been the lack of organiza 
tion and co-operation. Mach city proceeds tn 
its own way. Each county acts separately. 
Each state pursues its own course. There ig 
no head. What is needed is for President 
Cleveland and the federal authorities to con- 
trol the situation. Let a commission be ap- 
pointed, made up of one from each state, and let 
that commission be putin absolute and final 
charge. with power to call in federal soldiers 
to perfect and maintain quarantine regula- 
tions. As long as a dozen policies clash with 
each other, and each city acts onits owu the- 
ory the disease will spread, and vastly worse 
than the disease, universal terror and panic 
will seize the whole south and hold it inert 
and helpless for the next two months. 

WHAT GOVERNOR GORDON SAYS. 

Governor Gordon cordially approves the idea 
of the federal government taking immediate 
hold of the yellow fever problem, and by a 
commission from cach state, or otherwise, en- 
forcing quarantine where it is needed. and 
lifting quarantines where they are not needed. 

Senator Brown has called on President 
Clevelaed in regard to this suggestion. The 
president expressed the greatest sympathy for 
the south, and great concern over the increas- 
ing panic and disturbance. He said the state 
authorities had not been very cordial in the 
matter of the use of federal authority, and he 
was not disposed to press the matter on them 
without their request. Senator Brown tele- 
graphs that the president requested hii to call 
again on Monday after he had investigated 
the matter fully.

Judge William R. Hammond 
Says the Barrooms Must Go. 


He Favors the Election of 2 Mayor, an Al- 
derman, and Six Councilmen Pledged 
Not to License Barrooms. 


A representative of Taz ConsTITUTIoNn in- 
terviewed Judge William R. Hammond - yes- 
terday on the prohibition outlook in. Atlanta. 

“What is your position, judge?” 

“I think the time has come to inaugurate a 
war to the knife against . barjrooms. I 
am in favor of making the issue squarely 
in the municipal election.’ . 

**What is your reason for that position ?” 

**There never has been a time in the history of 
Atlanta, within my knowledge, when the city 
was as completely under the bar-room rule as 
itisnow. They are jubilant and triumphant. 
They are boasting and chuckling allover the 
streets.”’ 

Judge Hammond continued: 

“You see there are two wings to the anti- 
rohibition party. One wing is opposed to pro- 
ibition from principle and the other from in- 

terest. 

‘*The interested wing, comprising the saloon 
menand their patrons and sympathizers is 
largely in the majority, and completely domin- 
ates the party. 

‘‘T am reliably informed that the other wing 
of the party is completely left out in all their 


‘actions and movements. They have no control 


whatever in naming candidates or shaping any 
of the policy of the party. 

‘For instance, I am informed that many. of 
them wanted some changes in the ticket that 
wasrun for the legislature, but were com- 
pletely ‘shut out.’ ”’ 

“Indeed? How about the men who oppose 
prohibition on principle?’ 

“The wing of the anti-prohibition party that 
is opposed to prohibition from principle, 
thought, or at least many of them did, and 
said so, that when they got liquor back here, 
they wouid join with the prohibitionists and 
regulate it. m : 

“They said they had enough conservative 
men to unite with us and make a majority. 
Butthis was a delusion, as the sequal has 
shown. | 

‘‘No argument is necessary to prove now to 
any observant man that the barroom element 
is dominant in that party.”’ 

‘*It is said that you attribute your defeat to 
the saloon men. Is that so?’’ 

‘In the election between “Mr. Rice and my- 
self the polls in every city precinct were 
manned with barroom men and men belonging 
to the barroom wing of the anti-prohibition 
party working for Mr. Re. 

“T got messages frequently during the day 
from the different polls that such was the 
case, and that I had no workers, or that they 
were carrying things against me by storm. I 
would find on going to the .polls that this was 


true. 

‘The truth is, the barrooms were thorough- 
ly organized to beat me, and so they won in 
tre race for the house.”’ 

‘“‘What do you think of the last primary?” 

‘'They were very adroitin the house elec- 
tion. They had their candidates out early, 
and then began to cry out that we must keep 
the issue out of politics. Many of them have 
boasted and laughed about it.since. 

‘They are not slow to put out their candi- 
dates, and then try to frighten everybody else 
away by the cry that the issue must be kept 
out of politics.” 

“What about the prohibition sssue in the 
senatorial race ?”’ 

‘‘T said publicly during my campaign against 
Mr. Rice that it was folly and child’s play to 
try to keep the issue down, and that it was the 
part of wisdom conservatism and patriotism to 
agitate it until some solution was reached on 
which all good men could agree. 

“T said that a long step would be taken in 
that direction when we got a law abolishing 
barrooms. [ still think as I did then, only 
mcre strongly so, if possible.

“Tt is a blight and acurse to our civilization.

CAPTAIN PERKINSON’S VIEWS. 


Some of the Political Topics of Cherokee 
County. : 

While as eee Gennes Mariette’ Hane 
Georgia railroad a few days ago a STITU- 
TION Teporter met up with Captain W. H. 
Perkinson, of Cherokee county, one of the 
honored vice presidents of the state agricul- 
tural lety and one of the best posted and 
most prom t men of his section, and took | 
oceasion to interview him on certain questions 
over which the people of his section are more 
or less agitated, and in which the state at large 
feels more or less interest. The reporter be- 
gen by ssking: 

‘Flow will the race for congress in your dis- 
trict between Rev. T. Pickett. the independ- 
ent, and Colonel Candler, the democratic 
nominee, be in Cherokee ?”’ 

‘‘Well, this is a matter,’ he said, ‘I do not 
care to talk about, as I am making the run 
for of my county and havea 
skillet of my own to tote. Both sides, how- 
ever, are Claiming the county by a small ma- 
jority.’”’ 

; ths you are candidate, then, for representa- 


ing the extension of the M. and N. G. railroad 
to Atlanta ?’’ : 

‘Tam now and always have been uncompro- 
misingly in favor of its extension, and whether 
I am elected or not (I think I will be elected, 
however,) I willdo what I honorably can to 
secure such legislation as is needed to accom- 
plish it. IfI did not I would not represent 
the people of Cherokee, who, realizing the 
great need of the road’s extension in order to 
develop thé great resources of the section 
through which it ‘passes and in many 
ways benefit them; are unanimous- 
ly in favor of its extenson and 
demand pledges of support from the candidate 
for representative and senator in my county. 
The increased travel over the road to the fine 
summer resorts at Canton and all along the 
line of the road, the development of the coun- 
try, its marble, minerals, etc., from Marietta 
to Murphy, the products of the farms, mills, 
and many other things I might mention, de- 
mand that this section of Georgia be given 
better railroad facilities and better cormnec- 
tions, which, when accomplished, will give us 
through rates of freight. Such an extension 
would not only give us a quicker and more di- 
rect and convenient outlet than we now have 
but would give us lower freight, express and 
passenger rates, which alone would save to the 

eople of Cherokee annually not less than $12,- 
bo. In this connection I will say that the ex- 
tension of the Marietta and North Georgia 
railroad to Atlanta alongside the Western and | 
Atlantic railroad would not, in my opinion, 
depreciate the value nor decrease the rental of 
the state road. The freight receipts over the 
Western and Atlantic would not be dimin- 
ished by this extension.” 

‘‘Do you favor the lease or saleof the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad ?’’ 

“T favor its lease at a higher rental than 
$25,000 per month, if possible, and for a long 
term,’ 

“Haw about betterments on the Western 
and Atlantic railroad? Do you favor paying 
the present lessees for improvements ?”’ 

“Tam opposed to paying the betterments 
claimed by the lessees,’’ 

“What otherissucs are there in your race 
for representative of Cherokee ?”’ 

“Well, I may say there are no others. Some 
of my opponents and their friends, however, 
are having more or less to say 
regarding the stock law and prohibit’on 
questions, but I do not consider them 
pertinent to issues in the race, 
inasmuch as both are now in the hands of the 
people, arid any coufity or district in thestate 
can yote on either, if they wish. I am satis- 
fied no legislation forcing the stock law on the 
people of the state will attempted in the 
next legislattire. If itis, and I am honored 
with a membership of that body, I will oppose 
it. Asto prohibition, I would vote against a 
general state law. I favor local option as it 
now stands,‘and leaving both these questions 
in the hands of the people.”’ "

‘Not among the whites, but I am satistied a 
number of colored men have registered who 
have paid their taxes for 86 but not for ’87, 
as required by the law, Iéxplain the law on 
this subject to them as jntelligently as I can, 
but despite that fact I feel certain 
that there are many. colored men 
who‘have taken the oath who are not legally 
entitled to vote. Either they don’t understand 
or won’t understand. Of course when a 
man comes in and takes the oath I register his 
name.”’ 

The registration books will close on the 22d 
of this month, and all who desire to vote 
should cut out this article, paste it in their 
hats, and register before that date.

An Account of a Trip to Atlanta—His Health 


For The Constitution. 
I have just returned to the peaceful plains 


lanta, where I went, in company with a 
heath certificate and a green railroad pass 
with conditions on the back. I went to At- 


geed there, as it were, on account of my poor 
relations, who had swooped down on me from 
Florida and expréssed an insane delight with 
the climate around my dwelling, as well as the 
health-giving influences of plain, unvarnished 
country fare. I left them alone in their glory ; 
but that article didn’t seem to contain much 
inducement for them, and I found only seven 
of them present on my return. . | 

A man has to have his buria! certificate with 
him now if he wants to pass through Macon. 
If he forgets it, the health inspector will come 
to his relief when he gets within ten miles of 
the city and furnish him with a blank look 
and a blank sheet, which are enough to bring 
on the worst case of fever ever known. 

The train was full of refugees on Monday 
lastand asit neared Macon a young man 
wearing gold spectacles and a brown satchel, 
came around and demanded our certificates 


looking youth of about twenty radiant sum- 
mers, and fully twice that many papers in his 
hand; and among the startled passengers he 
scattered them—the papers, not the summers 
—with areckiessness which seemed to indi- 
cate that he had plenty more: where those 
came from. The_ fat man with his feet poised 
gracefully on the water-cooler, stared at the 
sheet ina dazed, uncertain way and looked 
bilious ashe read. “I ain’t going to stop in 
Macon,’’ he says, with an appealing look at 
the inspector, “‘so what do I want with one of 
these here things?” ‘“You’ll bave to fill it 
out,’’ is the polite reply; ‘‘them’s my instruc- 
tions.” All the passengers are busy swear- 
ing to the state of their 
health. The train is running at 
such a rapid rate that [ can scarcely make out 
the words on the printed slip in my hand, but 
it seems to read as follows: 

“I —— solomnly swear that I have not been 
in Florida, or any district infected with yel- 
low fever, since the last time. The state of 
my health is good, barring a slight cold anda 
faint return of the rheumatism ; but I am pre- 
pared for the worst, and will meet my doom 
cheerfully. The last place I was in, 
asnearas I can recollect, was Smithville. 
There is no yellow fever there that I know of, 
and board isstillthe same old price—fifteen 
dollars a month for one, ortwo for twenty-five. 
I am a member of the Methodist church, and 
was in good standing several years ago, but 
lost my certificate to that effect while running 
afootrace with the Mountain Wonder. I 
will apply for another as soon as I get back 
home, if you’ll just give me achance. I 
solemnly swear that these statements are cor- 
rect, but couldn’t pay the fifty dollars fine if 
they were not. I have not had fifty dollars 
about me since the war; but my uncle on my 
father’s side is very feeble, and I have great 
hopes of being remembered in his will. I a 
going to Atlanta—if you will let me—and wil 
be back as soon as my money gives out. And 
this is all I know about it.”’ 

I am not certain that these words were on 
the certificate when he gave it to me, but I 
know that they were there when I handed it 
back tohim. He took it with a sigh and sat 
down and read it as cHeerfully as he could, but 
afterwards gave me a louk which would have 
withered me if there had been anything of me 
left to wither. They seem determined to keep 
the yellow feverout of Macon. The quaran- 
tine is very strict. But 1 was if. hopes 
that they would make us camp-~ outside 
the city for at least ten days—as I had my gun 
along with me, and I hear the doves and part- 
ridges are plentiful in that section. 

They didn’t molest usin Atlanta. Atlanta 
is wide open to the world and Florida included. 
In company with seven refugees, direct from 
Florida, I walked all over your beautiful city, 
and, aside from Jumbo Huater, I never saw 
anything out of the general order of things, 
You have a healthy city and a thriving people 
and the best fare for the money that I ever let 
a friend pay for. Vale! IF. L. STANTON.

D. Fennrandez is in the harness again, both at 
his post at St. Luke’s,and among his own 
patients.

Dr. Bryan, of 
Houston and Dr. Shetral, of Savannah, has 
been assigned to the district bounded by Clay 
street, on West Market street on the east, and 
Springfield and Hansomtown on the north.
